60/1 13,680 shows the detection of B220, which is a 
CD45 glycoform, are not convincing of support for a claim having the breadth of claim 
58. B220 is but one CD45 glycoform, while the claim would encompass detecting B220, 
as well as any other CD45 glycoform.
